3. A method for adaptively rendering, to users ot a network application, a plurality of content pages 
generated from among a plurality of content objecW created by an author of the application, the method 
comprising the following steps: /

including at least one of the following types of information:

(iii) one or more application stafte conditions under which the selected content will be 
delivered to the selected users; 

interpreting the application rmes dynamically and generating and delivering content 
pages over the network to users of the application. 
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
